8lan cavalry Saturday afternoon at- 
tacked the Japanese In the neighbor- 
llOOd of Litatun. The Russians wt re 
■o severely repulsed that at dusk were 
still gathering up their dead and 
wounded. There has not been any 
other change at the front. 

Bofore Port Arthur. Nov. 4. via Fn- 
Ban, Nov. 15. — Uy a goneral attack on 
the east fortified ridge on October 30 
the Japanese gained moats of the 
principal forts assailed. These were 
wider, deeper and Stronger than had 
been supposed and were defended by 
capioneors or Kallories rnnning north 
of the Keek wan forta. The galleries 
were eaptured after desiwrate fighting 
underground. * 

The Russians still hold parts of the 
moats but the Japanase are engaged 
In sapping to dislodge them, after 
which the capture of the foits should 
be easy. 

The casualties on the Japanese side 
In this engagement were 1,000. 

Before Port Arthur, Undated, via 
Fusaq, Nov. 16.— The casualties In the 
attack of the Japanese on the eastern 
fortified rldRe on October 30 were 1.- 
500. It was an unsuccessful assault. 
The powerful Bast Keekwan tort was 
gained but the Russians were rein- 
forced and drove the Japancfe down 
to the foot of the hill. The Japane^ 
are now sapping toward the crest of 
the hill. The capture of this fort 
would give the Japanese the key to 
the eastern fortified range, as artil- 
lery mounted there would dominate 
the forts in front of the ridge and en- 
able the Japanese to place -intkntry in 
a position to sweep the ridge. 

Toklo, Nov. I.'). — The emperor pre- 
sided at an extended conference of the 
military and navy staff in the palace 
Monday. While the proceedings were 
secret, it is understood that plans 
were discussed for dealing with the 
Russian second Pacific squadron when

Gen. Kuropatkin's Headquarters, by 
\Vay of Mukden, Sunday. Nov. 13. — 
(Delayed in Transmission). — Kre(iiient 
linhis h. 'tween the opposing patrols 
occurred to-day. The Russians, with 
heavy Howitzers and 6-inch gun bat- 
teries, shelled the Japanese trenches 
and give the working parties little re- 
spite. Large numbers of Kusslan offi- 
cers are arriving at the ftoni to re- 
place those who have tiillt n. The 
Russian army is^ realizing more fully 
day by day the enormous task involv- 
ed in driving back the Japanese. 
Oreat hopes, however, are placed on 
the Russian st eond Pacific squadron. 
The troops are uow better fed than at 
any previous period and the roads are 
in good condition enabling reinforce- 
ments to leave the trains at stations 
higher up the line and march to Muk- 
den, thus relieving the pressure on the 
railroad. .

Hon. John O. Carlisle Argusd on a De- 
murrer In the Circuit Court 

•Nicholasville. Ky., Nov. 16.— In the 
circuit court Monday Hon. John O. 
Carlisle was present and argued on a 

demurrer of the Madison county cir 
cult court in the indictment against 
the Herea college in Madison county 
to prohibit the teaching of white and 
colored pupils. Mr. Carlisle held that 
the indictment, brought on the 
strength of the Day bill, was in con- 
flic with the 14th amendment of the 
constitution of the United States. 
The Day t)ill was passed by tin- N-nis- 
lature last winter. Tfie author of the 
bill was Carl B. Day. of Breathitt 
county.. The commonwealth and state 
authorities contend that the Day bill 
was proi)erly enacted by the lej^isla- 
ture and was a law and constitutional. 
Mr. Carlisle was accompanied by Hon. 
Guy W. Mallery, of Cincinnati, and 
MaJ. O. T. Bumam, trustee, of Rich- 
mond, Xy. At the conclusion of ar- 
guments by Carlisle both sides agreed 
to have demurrer filed and leave was 
asked and granted to be given to De- 
cember 20 to file briefs, the case to 
come up for trial at the February 
term of the Madison circuit court At 
present Berea is teaching only white 
pupils, but at the beginning of the 
school enough coloied pupils were en- 
rolled to violate the Day law and to 
issue the writ. After court Mr. Car- 
lisle was warmly met by old friends 
whom he had not seen for SO years, 
when he was making the race for lieu- 
tenant governor of this, his native 
State.

Washington. Nov. l,").— Prince Fushi- 
ml, the adopted brother of the empe- 
ror of Japan, arrived In Washington 
Monday afternoon and assumed for 
the first time since his arrival in this 
country his offlcial personality as 
prince of the royal house of Japan. 
He was met at the station by the third 
assistant secretary of state, Mr. Pelrce, 
who as the personal representative of 
the president, bade him welcome to 
tills country. Mr. Hioki, the first sec- 
retary of the Japanese legation and 
in the absence of the minister, the 
cliart;^ d'affaires presented to the 
prince at the station Baron Kanelio, 
who Is , visiting in this country and 
Mr. Pelrce and Col. Symonds, U. S. A., 
who will act as the prince's honorary 
military aide. The prince thanked 
them for their cordial welcome and 
expressed the satisfiictioii lie fi-lt :i' 
being In the United States. A proces- 
sion was then formed outside the car, 
and Secretary Peirce led the way with 
the prince on his arm. 

There was a small crowd in the sta- 
tion but no particular demonstration 
was made. The prince and party wi re 
dri\en to the Arlington hotel, wlurf 
they will stay while in Washington. 
Preceding the procession of carriages 
were four mounted policemen and sur- 
rounding the prince and the members 
of his party were bicycle policemen. 
In another carrinsc rode Ctiit f Wilkie, 
of the secret service, and several mem- 
bers of his staff.

Hoth the 
telegraph companies and the telephone 
rompaatea with long distance wires 
Monday reported their fields of opersK 
tlons restricted to the territory bound- 
ed on the west by I'hihidelphla, on 
the east by IJoslon ;inil on the north 
by Newburgb, N. Y l le liig hroUer 
age ooncerns in Wall street, many ff 
whoih tinder normal conditions oper* 
ate thousands of miles of wire, Mon- 
day found themselves practically help- 
less. 

The general hreaUing down of wires 
was almost entirely resimnsible for 
trouble on the railroads.
